BUSINESS 

The Chairman reminded the meeting of the resolution from the 1979 Annual 
General Meeting when Council agreed to review the Rules of the Federation, 
in particular Rule 22c - approving Industries eligible to nominate a 
Councillor. He also drew the attention of the meeting to Rule 31 which 
requires the Secretary to call for nominations of Councillors from 
approved industries by 1st March. 

DECISION 

The meeting agreed: 

a) the relationship of State Cooperative Associations and the 
Federation should not be changed as far as constituent Cooperative 
Associations affiliated as full members are concerned and such 
Cooperative Associations should continue to be eligible to nominate 
a Council member to represent its industry. 

b) the rate of subscription of such Cooperative Associations should be 
reviewed. 

c) to recommend to Council that the State be divided into Regions, 
possibly on the lines of the existing Agricultural Districts, and 
that major Fruit and Dairy Cooperatives with a minimum turnover of 
$10 million be entitled to nominate one Councillor per industry to 
represent them from their relevant Region.
